Such Accei- 
dents have and will happen to all that let Blood, 'whe- 
ther Phyſicians or Chirurgeons: Which is the Reaſon 
that ſome of our olckexperienc d Chi rurgeons did, after 
letting Blood, always apply a Pledgit of haſilicon upon 
the Aperture, with emplaſt. drachalctt. over it, which 
by its digeſtive Quality ſecured it from corrupting. 
But we by a contrary Way, as by a little Compreſs 
dipt in Water, endeavour to reſtrain the flowing of 
the hot Serum to the Aperture; and we ſhould be 
laught at, if we continued that old Method of Dreſ- 
ſing. At the Time we let People blood, they are com- 
monly labouring under ſome great Fermentation, or 
apprehend it ſo: No wonder then if it ſometimes fall 
upon the Fart, where it was invited by Bandage. I 


have been ſent for into the Countrey to a Perſon, that 


after a letting Blood, was ſeized with an Eryſipelat or 
bilious Inflammation the whole Length of the Arm. 
The Aperture in the Vein might poſſibly be the Cauſe : 
but that Place was not afflicted at all. Dre Ringal 
complained once of a Chirurgeon, who was ſo uncon- 
ſcionable, as he ſaid, to ask five Pounds for curing an 
Arm he had made fore by his letting Blood. But I hope 
no Perſon is ſo ignorant or malicious, to impure ſuch 
Accidents to a Puncture ot the Nerve or Tendon.

immediately forth. The Depreſſion was a Piece of 
Bone as broad as a Three-Pence ſunk under the Scull, 
I filled up the Opening with Doſſils of dry Lint , and 
applied over all a Digeſtive ex terebinth. ge vitell. ovi 
upon Pledgits, and enipl. e bolo, with Bandage to keep 
them on. The next Day in the Preſence of Dr. Bar- 
wick, and ſome Countrey Phyſician with Mr. Arrts 
Chyrurgeon, I took off the Dreſſings, and ſet the 
Trepan above the fractured Bone, ſo to avoid the great

venth, or eleventh Day, in caſe the Fracture be not 
reduced before Inflammation, would in theſe Caſes ne- 
ver be; for by that time, the beſt that could be expect- 
ed would be Apoſtemations and crude Tumours, too 
big to be diſcuſſed. Therefore, however the Reducti- 
on of the Fracture may have been omitted, yet it will 
behove the Chirurgeon then conſulted, to extract the 
extraneous Bodies immediately; ſo ſhall it lie more 
quiet, and fitter for Reduction at his more Leiſure.

The next Day a Conſultation was 
Held of Two Phyſicians, Mr. Arris and Mr, Holler 
Chyrurgeons, with my ſelf. We took off the Dreſ- 


ſings, and found the Ulcer ſphacelated , but not much 


ſpread externally. The Patient had reſted ill, and was 
delirious, and his Pulſe weak, We ſcarified the Lips 
and Ulcer, and permitted them to bleed ; then. fo- 
mented the Member, and dreſs d the Mortification 
with Merc. præcipitat. and applied a Cataplaſm as 
above preſcribed. We continued our Endeayours- dai- 
ly: Rut the Venom ſpread up and down that Side of 
the Foot amongſt the Bones and Tendons. The Phy- 
ſicians preſcribed Cordials, c. but his Delirium, &c. 
Increaſed, and he died before it had encompaſſed any 
Part of the Leg. 


Cold extinguiſlieth che natural Heat of a Part, and 


Frequently happens to poor People travelling in Froſt 
and Snow. Some Inſtances J have ſeen of this Gan- 
grene. The Recovery of them is not very difficult, 
if timely treated; otherwiſe they ſphacelate, as other 
Gangrenes do. When any particular Part beginneth 


'to decay in its natural Heat , the common Remedy 1g, 


to Tub it with Snow, and afterwards to foment it with 
Decoctions of Turneps, or of the hotter Plants, ſuch 
as are uſually found in every Kitchen Garden ; then to 
embrocate it cum ol, lini, rute, aneth. and ol. tere- 
binth mix d with them; and after to lap it up in woole 
len Cloths. But if any Part be directly gangrened, we 
ſcarify and dreſs it, as hath been ſaid in the Method of 
Cure : If the whole Body be over-cooled , the Cure 
conſiſts in the uſing Brandy, aq. vitæ, and other good 
Spirits, theriac. and Mithridate diſſolved in Wine, 
and laying the Patient by the Fire, but not too near, 
pr putting him into a warm Bed, and diſpoſing him to

Perſon of a very great Age. He is yet alive, and kept 


ſo by the great Kindneſs of a noble Kinſman; with . 


whom he hath a good Chamber well furniſhed, good 
Firing, Diet, and Attendance. - This Gentleman was 
ſeized the laſt Spring with a ſimple Inflammation a- 
bout the Ancle without Tumour, Upon notice there- 
of I went the next Day, and ſaw it turned black Three 
Inches in Length, and about Two in Breadth. We 
fomented the Part with a Decoction of warm Plants, 
to which we added Brandy; then ſcarified the Eſcar, 
and dapped it with cl. tereþinth, and after dreſs d it 
with a Mixture of the ſ il cum unguent, baſilic. 
embrocating the Parts aboũt with ol. Iumbricor. &c. 
and applied a Plaiſter ex theriaca. Thus the Eſcar 
ſeparated, and my Kinſman Faq. Wiſeman dreſſed and 
cured it. Before this was cicatrized, the inſide of the 
other Leg upon the Ancle Joint inflamed as largely, 
and turned black: But by the ſame Way of Dreſſing 
a Separation was made of that Eſcar, and he was cu- 
red by my faid Kinſman, according to the common 
Method of Ulcers: But it was well nigh the Work of 
Four Months. Since that, new Inflammations have 
begun to ariſe more than once, but hitherto have been 
timely remitted. 

From an Indiſpoſition or malign Quality of the Hu- 
mours within our Bodies Mortifications frequently 
ariſe ; inſomuch that we can ſcarce make a Fontanel in 
ſome Bodies, without running the Hazard of a Gan- 
grene: Nor indeed can they be kept from Defluxion 
after they are made, without the Aſſiſtance of our Art. 
Inſtances hereof may be ſeen in ſeveral Places of this 
Book, particularly in the Treatiſe of Ulcers with la- 


tempertes. 


A Woman of about Sixty Years of Age, extreme 7. 0bſervan 
Fat, and of a Scorbutick Habit of Body, ſent for a pu * 


eon to make her a Fontanel in her Arm. He 
cut it, and put in a Pea. She diſcharged him, and 
dreſſed it her ſelf. About Ten or Twelve Days after 
the Fontanel growing painful, ſhe ſent for the Chi- 
22 who ſeeing it gangrened, ſent for me. The 
Impreſſion of the Pea into che Fat before it was di- 
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geſted had corrupted that; and the Parts about were 
thereby infected!

This happened whilſt che Patient dreſſed it her ſelf 
with thoſe Dreſſings I left her Servant, ſhe not taki 
much heed of it, t ill ſhe was fo lame, that ſhe coul 
not ſtir out of her Chamber ; and then ſhe ſent for 
me, and to my Amazement I faw it grangrened. I 
preſently cut out the looſe Eſcar,fomented it with Wine, 
and dapped cum ol. terebinth, hot with an armed 
Probe, then lightly ſcarified it in the Bottom and Ed- 
ſet, and after dapped it again with ol. terebint h, fil- 
it up with Præcipitate, and fomented it till 1 had 
made a Cataplaſm cum medull. pants triticet, pulu. 
ſunmitat. abſinth. Ce ſcord. decocted in Wine with 
an Addition of Brandy, Saffron, and the Volk of an 
Egg, which I applied over it, having firſt embrocated 
the Parts about it cum ol. roſ.. Thus in Three or 
Four Dreſfings I took off the Fluxion, and the ſcarified 
Lips digeſted ; but the Ulcer it ſelf lay dry, till the

One Morning in making himſelf ready, he perceived

tion. It appearing bigger the next Morning, he ſent 

for his Phyſician and Chirurgeon: cut into it, 
and found it inſenſible. From that Time jt was ra- 
tionally dreſſed; but it enlarged it ſelf amongſt the 
Tendons, and eſpecially toward that Toe, and affected 
the Bone. I being then conſulted, and joined with 
that Chirurgeon, we cut off that Toe, and checked 
the Mortification. After which with much Difficulty 
we. extinguiſhed the Gangrene in the other Parts by 
the various Applications preſcribed in the Method of 
Cure, and healed the ſinuous Ulcer. ing which, 
the Phyſician purged him frequently , and preſcribed 
an Antiſcorbutick Decoction of ſarſa , China, lign.

Some other Inſtances I could give of this Kind; but 
BOS this may ſerve to ſhew you to what little Purpoſe Ampu- 
rations are in theſe Caſes. But if the Body be youths 
Ful, and 'the Habit of Body tolerable, if Gangrenes 
reſiſt the Applicatiotis above propoſed, and penetrate 
more inwardly, . may then attempt them by th 
actual Cautery. For, according to that Aphoriſm of 


a Hippocrates. Ill: affectus qui medicamentis nom ſa- 
Actual Coli nantur, ferro ſanantur; qui ferro non ſanantur, igns 
2 . ſanantur ; qui igne non curantur, hos exiſitmare opor- 
tet imſanabiles ; Thoſe Diſeaſes which will not cure 
with Medicaments, are cared by a Knife ; and thoſe 
which yield not to that, are cured by Fire ; and thoſe 
which will yield to neither, are counted incurable. 
The actual Cautery doth indeed not only reſiſt Pu- 
trefaction, but corroborates the Part. | 
But after all our Vigilancy and Induſtry in contri- 
ving Remedies to refiſt the Gangrene, if it does yet 
delude us, and terminate in a Sphacelus ; there is 
then no more need of taking Indication from antece- 
dent Cauſes, or changing of Medicines, according to 
the Variety of the Cauſes that introduced it. For 
whether any Gangrene ariſe from a hot Intempertes ot 
cold, moiſt, or dry, Sphacelus is always the ſame, Ex- 
tinction of the native Heat, and Deſtruction of the 
Member. The Mortification creepeth on, and not 
only infecteth the Member but the Spirits to the very 
Heart, with its corrupt Vapours the Veſſels 
all along the ſound Parts, and leaving the Member 
immovable, without Senſe or Heat, rotten, black and 
Extirpation. adaverous. Wherefore there is nothing more to be 
thought of in this Caſe, but timely Amputation or cut- 
ting off the Member; the Cure of this Diſeaſe not 
conſiſting (as I faid) in outward Applications, but 
manual Operation: And what Succeſs may be there- 
from expected, is much to be doubted.

Firſt, from the Cauſtick it ſelf, as 
he propoſeth it, of Salts : It will melt in the Working, 
and is more diſpoſed to ſpread in the Skin, than pene- 
trate deep into the Fleſh, This every young Chirur- 
geon knows in his making of Fontanels, that he can- 
not apply a Bit of Cauſtick fo little, though he ue a 
his Art in defending it, but that it will have ſpread 
much farther than he defigned it. Then the Separati- 
on of ſuch Eſcars is too ſlow to effect the Deſign : And 


in an ill Habit of Body ſuch Medicaments are apt of 
themſelves to procure a Mortification rather than Cure. 
hereas on the contrary ? an actual rags, anſwers-

all Intentions: It not only conſumeth the Mortificati- 
on, but drieth up the venemous Humour, thereby 
preventing its farther Progreſs ; and alſo communica- 
th Warmth to the languiſhing Parts, by Virtue of 
hich the Separation is much farthered, and by work- 
g upon the gangrened Sloughs performed more ea- 
ly, as you may ſee in my Practice elſewhere.

that you may the better make your Judgment of the 
Wounds, 1 ſhall give you ſome few emarks of ſuch 
as require Amputation: viz. If a Leg or Arm be that- 
tered by Splinter or great Shot, the Loſs of Subſtance 
will direct you. If the principal Muſcles be torn off, 
and the Babe fractured in Pieces, or if the 
Wound be with Muſket-Shot in the Inſide of the 
Joint ef the Elbow, or in the Knee or Ancle, with

I after ſome Days the Wound do not digeſt, but 
inflame and gangrene, and the Gangrene do not yield 
to your Applications as hath been propoſed in Can- 
grene; then, as in a Sphacelus, you are to proceed 
with the Extirpation of that rotten Member, while 
the Patient is free from Delirium, and hath Strength 
to bear the Operation. I i 0 
Seat him ſo as it may be for your Conveniency. At 
Sea they fit or lye, I never took much notice which; 
nor do I remember I had ever any body to hold them; 
but with the Help of my Mates, and ſome one or two 
that belonged to the Hold , I went on with my Work, 
At Sterling I made an Amputation above the Knee, 
and had as little Help ; beſides my Seryants, there was 
only. a Sea Chirurgeon aſſiſting me. We ſtopt the 
Flux of Blood by actual Cautery, and the Wound di- 
geſted and cured without any ill Accident.

Indeed this is good, where 2 
ſhattered Member is to be cut off, to ſmoath the 
Stump; in which Caſe there is no great Fear of Bleed · 
ing. But in Amputations it ſeems to me to be ver 
inconvenient: For I never yet ſaw any Man fo gripe, 
but that ſtill the Artery bled with a greater Force than 
was allowable ;' yea, when Mr. Woodatt griped , who 
was ſo applauded, and in Truth made for the Work. 
It being ſo, in hat a Huddle is the Stamp then dreſs'd? 
But ſuppoſe the uneaſy Poſture and the long Griping 
tires the Griper, or that his Hand be crampt the while, 
what Condition is the Patient then in? When be 
this ancient Way of Ligature the Veſſels are ſecured 
from Bleeding, the Member benummed, and the Fleſh 
held Ready, ready to receive the Impreſſion of your 
crooked Knife, (or Razor, which I have oſten ampu- 
tated with.)

your Ligature upon a Fold of a Rag. Thus you bind 
the Artery and Vein. The ſeveral Ways have been 
ractiſed by eminent Chirurgeons for the ſtopping the 
lood of the Arteries, in Amputation: But the late 
E of the Royal Stiptick hath rendred them of 
jeſs Uſe. But in Heat of Fight it will be neceſſary to 
have your actual Cautery always ready, for that will 
ſecure the Bleeding Arteries in a Moment, and fortify 
the Part againſt the future PutrefaQion : . They re- 
* after Cauterization no ſuch ſtri& Bandage as 
that thereby you need to fear Interception of the Spi- 
rits, When we cauterize the Artery, we do then 
touch the End of the Bone, it haſtening the Exfolia- 
tion. The next Thing is the looſening the Ligature, 
and bringing the Lips cloſe over the Stump. Then 
whether you ſhould with a croſs Stitch hold them ſo, 
or content your ſelf by Bandage as well as you can, is 
by ſome controverted.

and then wounds the neighbowing Muſcles, even 
to the thruſting of it ſelf very often quite through 
the Skin. Theſe are (caſes of Battle excepted) the 
moſt frequent of all Fractures ; yet not without ſome 
violence to be reduced to any of theſe latter Definitions:

That the Parts may be rightly joyned toe 
in 
Fractures, eſpecially tranfverſe ones, the Bones are 
commonly diſtorted, the re&itude of the Member loi, 
ſome Parts are prominent, and others hollow, and the 
Fractured Bones lying one upon another; and ſo the 
Member is made ſhort : & quia Muſcul: perpetu 
membra trahunt verſus ſuum principium, therefoꝶ 
Extenſion is neceſſary, that the Parts which are indired 
may be brought right, and the Parts that ſtick out may 
be reduced to their Cavities. And although ſometime 
the Member ſeemeth not to be ſhort, as it conſiſts « 
two Bones, and one broken, or that the Fra&hured 
Bones do not lie one over another; nevertheleſs yol 
ought to make due Extenſion in all Fractures, becauſe 
the Bones never lie exactly equal, and moſt frequently 
they ride one over another. The want of which Ex 
tenſion is one reaſon why the Fractured Thigh-Bowk 
happen to be fo often ſhorter than they ſhould be, as 
Ce!ſus hath it in theſe words, S femur perfractrun 
Fuerit, breve erit ; his Reaſon is, quia mu n 
entiquum flatum revertitur. And I find in Galen, 
that Hippocrates ſays the ſame of the Leg and Arm; 
and withal tells us, it is ſo, iff ante confirmationen 
extenſio debita adhibeatur, & comnneda delipationt 
offium coaptatio ſervetur. By which you may obſerve, 
the Fault is want of good Extenſion, and keeping the 
Part inits right ſeat : For unleſs that be done, you ſhall 
hazard the ſtarting again of the Bones, and thavks the 
Fractured ends may happen to be broken off by mutual 
Attrition in the Act of joyning together: if thoſe 
Pieces do chance to fall in between the main Bones, they 
will then hinder their uniting : And if thoſe Shivers 
ſlide outwardly towards the Membranes, they will cauſe 
extreme Pain. This incqnvenience is therefore to be 
ſhunned by the help of Extenſion. - But again in

Vea ſometimes the very 
8 are — 3 16 tells us: And Albu- 
caſius cries out, Cave Extenſionem vchomentum E9

in their proper place, Therefore the bigger Bones 
having large Muſcles, which draw the Members 
forcibly to their Original, do require the ſtronger 
Exte » and ſuch are thoſe of the Thighs, Legs and 
Arms. And if both «he Focils of the Arm be broken, 
the Radius requires the more Extenſion, becauſe it 
hath no Muſcles to draw it epi its motion being 
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only ſecundum 67 ſupinum. In Extenſion 
it behoves us to obſerve debitam figurationem, that 
the Member be extended in ea figura que minimum 
facit dolorem, ſaith Galen: Which is done if the 
Fibres of the Muſcles be ſtrecht according to their 
rectitude.

Therefore in ſuch Fractures where the Patient is con- 

ſtrained to keep his Bed, I * a ſlender Diet, and 

of ſuch things as are of eaſie Digeſtion. For without 

that liberty ſurely we cannot fail to compleat our Cure; 
the Bones being naturally a Porineſs in them, in which 
is always contained a matter fit for their Nouriſhment; 
and ex ill ipſo mutrimento in frafturis generatur 
Callus, of that Nouriſhment Callus is made. So it we 
be careſul to prevent Inflammation, and the like 

Miſchief, which diſturb Nature in her actions,

fire : And thoſe Remedies, according to Galen; ought 
to be Emplaſtick and moderately hot. For, faith he;

Therefore it behoves us with care to fit our Medicines 
to the Age and Conſtitution of our Patients, For thoſe 
which are proper for Men of ripe Age, if 
applied to Children and tender Bodies, would 
fo dry the Callus, that they would quite dimi- 
niſh it, and fruſtrate our Cure. In Children Al- 
bucaſtus commends to us the application of Whites 
of Eggs alone, or with a little farina volatilis : in 
thoſe of more years, pulv. myrrhe, alloes, acacie, cum. 
tragacanth. thus, labdanum, &c. Emplaſtrum ſtict᷑. 
Paracelſ. diapalm, oxycroceum , ſeverally or mixt, are 
proper. But this latter Vigo is very angry with, and 
fays it is a Diabolical Emplaſter, too hot for the Sum- 
mer, and not very =_ or the Winter. Vigo's em- 
plaftr. ad oſſim f wras is excellent; ahd fo is our 
Catapmaticum in the London Diſpenſatory. As to ins 
ternal Medicines, there are many ; but I ſhall only re- 
commend to you ofteocolla and that by the Authority 
of Fabr.

But after a while, he a little recovering his 
Senſes, was perſwaded to open his Mouth. And ther 
I faw the Os palati Voula beaten ſo cloſe backward 
that it was not poſſible for me to get my Finger behind, 
as I deſigned ; and other way of Extenſion there was 
none. Upon which I preſently formed an Inſtrument 
bended up at one end, by which I got up behind the 
Vvula; then raiſing it a little upward, pulled it for- 
ward with the Bone into its former place very eaſily. 
But I no ſooner let go my Extender than the FraQurel 
Body returned back again. I then contented my ſelf in 
dreſſing up the Face with a reſtrictive Cerote, to pte. 
vent the Influx of Humours, and let him Blood, and 
within a few Hours after, cauſe1 an Inſtrument to be 
made, whereby the great Fractured Body was mode 
eaſily brought into its natural place, and alſo kept there 
by the hand of the Child, his Mother and my ts 
helping him ſome while; other way there was none 
Thus by their and our care, the Tone of the Part was 
preſerved, and a Callus thruſt forth, which as it hardned, 
the Part grew ſtronger, and the Face was reſtored to a 
good ſhape, Fetter than could have been hoped for 
from fuch a Diſtortion in that place.

the but by his frequent motion — champing with them, 
Oi vas evident they were neither luxated nor Fractured: 
But by his Fall the Bones of his Face ſeemed to be preſſed 
itward, and the uppermoſt Jaws were cruſhed nearer one 
another than they ſhould ; and thismade the Inequality 
which our Chirurgeon thought a fault in the lower Jaws; 
and by his pulling them had like to have broken or 
diſlocated them. The next day he called in a Chirur- 
geon to jultifie his proceedings.

A Commander at Sea, valiantly Fighting in the 


red Leg midſt of the Enemy's Fleet, had his Leg Fractured by 


the Fall of Iris Mizzen Top maſt, it breaking his Leg 
tranſverſe near the Ancle, the edge of the Bane 
thruſting out through the Skin.

Bone then preſent'y to be ſet while it was warm, after- 


wards when it was ſwelled and ſtiff, it did not yield to 
extention, but became painful and inflamed. After ſome 
few days he was brought to London, and I was ſent 
to him. He was of an ill Habit of Body, ſubject to 
the Gout and Dyſentery ; and the Fracture being aecom- 
panied with great Deffuxion was not in a condition to 
admit of Extenſion Therefore, according to Fallopius 
and FF ppocrates, before cited by me in this Treatiſe, I 
propoſed to his Chirurgeon to proceed by Lenients, to mi:

We 
endeavoured by a ſtrong Extenſion to reduce this 
Fractured Bone into its place; but it yielded very 
difficulty to our endeavour ; yet we reduced it, and 
afterwards cleanſed the Wound of what Shivers or pieces 
of Bones we met with, and brought the Lips of the 
Wound together by Suture, hoping. thereby to keep 
the Fr ctured Bone the cloſer.

But we having placed the Leg upon a 
quilted Pillow laid him again in his Bed, and fitted 
it iaa Wainſcot caſe, where it was kept ſteady and equal, 
and lay conveniently-for our daily dreſſing him. This 
done we committed him to the care of his Friends to 
keep him there quiet, and ordered him Cordial Ju- 
eps, Ic. After ſome hours we let him blood again. 
From that time his pain leſſened, and his Fever and 
other ill Symptoms went off as the Wound digeſted. 
But after ſome days the Heel became very painful, 
and a Slough was diſcovered to us inflamed with an 
Ulceration ſticking to the very Bone.

Heel we digeſted ; and after we found the Bone would 
not incarn, we dreſt it with unyuent. e/Epyptiac. with ill 
a little Merc. ſubl. diſſolved in it; by which dreſſing WW: 
we haſtened the Exfoliation of the Bone, and Cure 
the Ulcer. The Wound above was a larger work; but 
after the Generation of Callur it Cured as a Hſtula 
with carious Bones. The Patient living many years 
after; but through the ill diſpoſition of the Ulcer, the 
Callus was hindred in its — whereby the Leg 
remained the ſhorter, almoſt as mueh as had been ſawed 
off of the Bone. Vet this was better, I ſuppoſe, than 
to leave the Bone diftorted until Digeſtion, as in ſuch 
like Caſe I have ſeen done.

i- want imployment) do uſually repreſent every Bone 
the Wl diſlocated they are called to look upon; though poſſibly 
on. it be but a Gan lion, or other crude Tumour or pre- 
ing ter natural Proturberance of ſome part of à Joint. In 
to which Caſes their raſh Extenſions do frequently cauſe

He that will give an account of -Luxatzons, and the 
manner of their Cure, ought firſt to deſcribe the Con. 
nexion of the Bones to each other: on the divers man. 
ners of which depend the great variety of methods in 
reducing and handling of them. Theſe Connexions 
we find to be of two forts; 1 Symphis. 2. Articulatio. 

I. Hmphy/is in its original ſignification denotes a 
Connaſcency or Growing together ; and perhaps is ment 
of thoſe Bones which in young Children are diſtind, 
but after ſome years unite and confolidate into one 
Bone. So the Os ileon and Os pubis are two diſtind 
Bones in a Child, but unite into one in a Man: the 
Epiplyſis of the Os femoris is 2 diſtin Bone from it 
in a Child, whereas in a Man they do interely unite. 
But cuſtom and the vſage of Authors hath found out 
another ſenſe of the word, fitted to adult perſons ; in 
whom it uſed to mean ſuch a Connexion of two Bone:
